More plastic 
going curbside 


O All classes of plastics from one to seven will be recycled by 
September © New plastics include most dish soap bottles, yogurt 
and margarine tubs © Even plastic bottle caps will be recycled 
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Blue bags are going to plump up 
by the fall. 

That’s because yesterday Hal¬ 
ifax regional council approved 
the extra costs involved in recy¬ 
cling more plastics. Previously 
only Class 1 and Class 2 plastics 
were recycled, but council has 
voted — over the strong opposi¬ 
tion of a few councillors — to 
include all plastics save Styro¬ 
foam. 

The new classes will have to 
be negotiated in a contract with 
Miller Waste Systems, and take 
effect by September. 

Coun. Reg Rankin said it will 
cost a lot more than the $59,000 
net price tag offered in the staff 
report. When a loss in commer¬ 
cial tipping fees is included, it 


will cost HRM $73,000 to recycle 
all the added plastics, he said. 

“Are we chasing diversion just 
for the sake of diversion?” he 
said. “We have to say does this 
make economic sense?” 

Every department is facing 
cutbacks, agreed Coun. Sue 
Uteclc. 

“Somebody’s going to pay for 
it and down the line it’s going to 
be the taxpayer,” she said. 

Richard Butts, chief adminis¬ 
trative officer, said there is a good 
international market for recy¬ 
clable plastics right now because 
of the high price of oil. 

Coun. Bill Karsten said mak¬ 
ing economic sense isn’t the pri¬ 
ority in this case. 

“It’s the right thing to do and 
what people want us to do.” 

For some councillors, it was 
about keeping their word to the 
public.

Coun. Steve Streatch said 
council promised it would 
increase the number of products 
to go in the blue bags.

“It concerns me the amount 
of plastics that go in our 
garbage,” she said. 

And recycling all plastic except 
for Styrofoam will help ease pub¬ 
lic confusion, said Coun. Peter 
Lund.

Fourth person charged

Halifax Regional Police 
say a 41-year-old man will 
appear in court today on a 
charge of accessory after 
the fact. 

Officers say the man, 
whose name was not re¬ 
leased, will also face 
charges of possession of a 
weapon and a breach of a 


weapon prohibition. 

Twenty-year-old Bran¬ 
don Hatcher was gunned 
down on Dec. 3 in the 100 
block of Lavender Walk. 

Three other people also 
face charges in connection 
with the killing. They are 
21-year-old Cody Muise, 24- 
year-old Sarah Oakley and 
a 17-year-old youth who 
can’t be named under leg¬ 
islation.

HRM’s latest homicide vic¬ 
tim is described as a devot¬ 
ed family man who was a 
“brother, father and son.” 

“He did not deserve this 
fate,” Ashley Julien wrote 
about James Gregory 
Wareham on a Faceboolc 
group. She started the 
page the day after 37-year- 
old Wareham was stabbed 
to death at the Majestic 
Manor apartment complex 
in Dartmouth on Sunday 
night. 

“We will miss him and 
think of him every day.” 

Wareham is from New 
Waterford in Cape Breton 
and, according to his uncle 
John Wilson, was living in 
Sackville for the past three 
months at an apartment 
building he was renovat¬ 
ing. 

Police say they had no 
fixed address for Wareham

when he died, but that his 
last-known fixed address 
was in Sackville. 

Wilson believes his 
nephew was likely trying 
to help a friend when he 
was killed. 

“The guy pulled a knife 
on his friend and Jimmy 
jumped in to stop it,” Wil¬ 
son said. “That is all we 
know — that is all we have 
heard at this time.” 

Police had few new de¬ 
tails about the homicide 
yesterday, other than nam¬ 


ing the victim. 

“We are still in the in¬ 
formation-gathering 
stage,” Halifax Regional 
Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said. 

“There are people we’re 
looking to speak with, but 
whether or not they are in¬ 
volved, or whatever infor¬ 
mation they may be able 
to provide, we don’t 
know.” 

At around 11:15 p.m. on 
Sunday night, a man called 
police and reported his 
friend was stabbed while 
inside an apartment at 65 
Primrose St. 

Wareham was rushed to 
the hospital but died there 
at around 1 a.m. Monday 
morning. 

Police believe a man 
known to the victim en¬ 
tered the apartment, an ar¬ 
gument ensued and 
Wareham was stabbed.

One vote tipped council in¬ 
to rejecting a herbicide al¬ 
ready approved by the 
province. 

Staff had recommended 
that council put FeHEDTA 
on the approved list for 
HRM residents, but that it 
should rule against work¬ 
ers applying it on munici¬ 
pal property. 

However, in a close 
vote (11-10) yesterday, 
council rejected FeHEDTA 
altogether. 

Coun. Peter Lund said 
he was worried about 
adding iron, sodium ni¬ 
trates and acidity to the 
soil and groundwater. 


“I’m really 
concerned over 
what is a safe level 
of iron."

“I don’t have a problem 
with people using spot ap¬ 
plications on dandelions, 
but landscaping compa¬ 
nies spreading it over an 
entire lawn,” he said. 

Coun. Steve Adams fired 
back: “Sodium nitrates are 
in foods, for heaven’s sake. 
Perhaps we should get out 
of pesticides altogether 
and let the province do it.” 

Staff told council there 
could be problems in re¬ 
jecting a herbicide already 
approved by the province. 


Plus, provincial approval 
means there would be 
rules in place for its use, 
such as applying it only 
twice a year and not before 
it rains. 

Richard MacLellan, 
manager of the Sustain¬ 
able Environment Manage¬ 
ment Office, said staff 
don’t want to use the her¬ 
bicide on municipal land 
because of the cost in¬ 
volved and because dande¬ 
lions offer benefits to a 
healthy green space. 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
said he’s concerned that 
too much regulation will 
encourage many people to 
break the law. 

“We have to leave a lit¬ 
tle room for people’s deci¬ 
sions and common sense.” 


It's official: Nova 
Scotians pay more tax 


A government report 
posted on the finance de¬ 
partment’s website last 
month backs up one of 
the opposition’s favourite 
talking points: That Nova 
Scotians pay the highest 
taxes in the country. 

The report, titled 
Overview of Nova Scotia 
Tax System, puts the 
province at the top of the 
list of total taxes paid as a 
percentage of GDP — 
more than 30 per cent. 
That includes federal, 
provincial and municipal 
portions. 

While the federal por¬ 
tion of taxes paid by Nova 
Scotia residents is equal 
to the national average, 
the provincial portion is 
marginally higher than 


average. 

The report goes on to 
say that the change in to¬ 
tal taxes paid by Nova Sco¬ 
tians can be traced to 
adjustments in transfers 
from other levels of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Though the govern¬ 
ment has for years main¬ 
tained and updated 
statistics on taxes, this is 
the first time such a re¬ 
port has been posted pub¬ 
licly, a finance 

spokeswoman says. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
downplayed the report 
yesterday, saying it is a 
broad overview of the sys¬ 
tem with no recommen¬ 
dations for change.

Speed slated to drop near schools 


O 30 km/h limit could give ‘extra split second needed to save a life’: Estabrooks

Halifax police say they are 
behind the province’s plan 
to reduce speed limits in 
school zones by 20 km/h. 

Transportation and In¬ 
frastructure Management 
Minister Bill Estabrooks 
announced yesterday he 
plans to bring forward leg¬ 
islation in the fall that 
would move speed limits 
in school zones down to 30 
km/h from 50 km/h. 

“We support any actions 
or changes that help pro¬ 
tect children as they go to 
school,” Halifax Regional 
Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said. “The 
faster you go, the less time 
you have to react.” 

The department said in 
a release yesterday Alberta, 
British Columbia and New 
Brunswick already have 
the 30 km/h speed limit in 
place, along with some

states south of the border. 

The release also noted 
the planned legislation is 
supported by several inter¬ 
est groups, such as the No¬ 
va Scotia Chiefs of Police 
and the Union of Nova Sco¬ 
tia Municipalities. 

“It’s been proven when 
people slow down, their re¬ 
action times increase and 
it could possibly save 
lives,” Halifax Regional 
School Board spokesman 
Doug Hadley said about 
the province’s plan. “So 
we’d be supportive of this 
moving forward.” 

Pamela Fuselli, the exec¬ 
utive director at Safe Kids 
Canada, said in the release 
yesterday a pedestrian is 
eight times more likely to 
be killed by someone driv¬ 
ing a car at 50 km/h, com¬ 
pared with 30 km/h.

Registered 
nurses vote in 
favour of strike 

ACTION. Members of a 
union representing more 
than 2,300 

nurses in Nova Scotia’s 
Capital District Health 
Authority have voted 
in favour of strike action 
to back contract 
demands. 

The Nova Scotia 
Government and General 
Employees Union says 71 
per cent of the member¬ 
ship voted and 89 per 
cent supported a possible 
strike. 

The union said the out¬ 
standing issues include 
wages, job security, time 
between shifts and vaca¬ 
tion entitlement. 

The union said it is ask¬ 
ing a conciliator to file a 
report and, once filed, it 
would trigger a 14-day 


countdown to a legal 
strike. 

However, union presi¬ 
dent Joan Jessome said 
the union is willing to go 
back to the bargaining 
table to avoid a possible 
walkout. 

The union said it has 
begun strike preparations 
and started discussions 
with the employer to pro¬ 
vide emergency services.

O Erupting Iceland volcano grounds flights — again 
O But no mishap as defiant budget airline takes off 


Ash spewing from an Ice¬ 
landic volcano is bringing 
disruption and uncertainty 
to European air travel. 

Despite claims of a mas¬ 
sive over-reaction, hun¬ 
dreds of flights were 
cancelled yesterday as 
winds blew the cloud of 
ash from the Grimsvotn 
volcano over Scotland and 
other parts of Europe. 

Experts say particles in 
the ash could stall jet en¬ 
gines. 

Officials in Germany 
said dozens of flights 
would be grounded today. 

The only comfort for 
frustrated passengers and 
airlines is that officials in 
Iceland said the amount of 
ash being released by the 
volcano was decreasing. 

The officials don’t ex-

pect the disruption to be 
as bad as last year’s, when 
millions were stranded af¬ 
ter the eruption of Ice¬ 
land’s Eyjafjallajokull 
volcano.

In Sweden, 10 domestic 
flights were cancelled last 
night. 

Although British author¬ 
ities said concentrations of 
ash in the skies over Scot¬ 
land were too high to fly 
through, Irish budget air¬ 
line Ryanair challenged 
the results, saying it had 
sent its own airplane into 
Scottish airspace and 
found no ash in the atmos¬ 
phere. 

“We encountered ab¬ 
solutely no problems,” said 
Ryanair chief executive 
Michael O’Leary. 

“There’s no cloud over 
Scotland. There’s no dust¬ 
ing of ash on the airframe 
or the wings.”

Chrysler Group has paid

Chrysler returned $7.6 
billion, including $1.8 bil¬ 
lion in high-cost interest, 
yesterday, a major step 
forward for the auto giant 
that filed for bankruptcy 
at the height of the reces¬ 
sion. 

Chrysler said it has re¬ 
tired its original loans six 
years ahead of schedule. 

The loan repayment 
came after the company 
sold bonds last week and 
took out a bank loan at a 
lower interest rate.

ASUNCION, Paraguay. The 

Asuncion zoo is desper¬ 
ately seeking a mate for 
Coco, the last known 
male of his species left in 
Paraguay. 

Coco is an endangered 
hyacinth macaw, known 
in Paraguayan Spanish as 
a “papagayo azul.” Scien¬ 
tists estimated several 
years ago that only 6,500 
were left in the wild, 
mostly in an area of 
neighbouring Brazil that 
is quickly losing natural 
habitat for the birds. 

Capturing and export¬ 
ing the Macaws is illegal 
and Coco was sent to the 
zoo eight years ago after 
authorities broke up a 
gang of animal traffick¬ 
ers. Only recently did a 
DNA test show he is 
male, zoo veterinarian 
Cristiane Rainner said. 

To avoid mixing 
species, the zoo has had 
to keep him apart from 
other Macaws, which has 
left him lonely and a bit 
bored, Rainner said. 

“He’s quite sociable, 
although he’s only 
learned to say ‘hello.’ But 
when he hears the 
cumbia he dances,” Rain¬ 
ner said. “The hyacinth 
macaw is a beauty, but if 
it doesn’t reproduce, 
that’ll be it. Coco is a 
male and his life 
expectancy is 80 years.”

As a kid in the 1960s, reality 
TV king Mark Burnett was 
thrilled by the special-ef¬ 
fects miracle of a sundered 
Red Sea in The Ten Com¬ 
mandments.

who watched Cecil B. De- 
Mille’s 1956 film when it 
aired on television. 

Now it’s Burnett’s turn

Burnett said he and 
Downey (who starred in a 
different look at faith, the 
fantasy series Touched by 
an Angel) have been work¬ 
ing on the project for two 
years. Both grew up with 
Scriptures, he in England 
and she in Northern Ire¬ 
land, but aren’t on a mis¬ 
sion, Burnett said. 

“People apply personal 
meanings to the Bible. Our 
job is to tell the stories in 
an emotionally connected 
way,” he said, adding that 
much of great literature 


and its characters are root¬ 
ed in the book. 

For a new generation, 
The Bible provides a way to 
visit the work “in a visual 
and entertaining way” that 
may encourage viewers to 
seek more information, 
said Dubuc. 

There is no conflict be¬ 
tween the new series and 
the channel’s brand, she 
adds. 

“Regardless of your be¬ 
liefs — and we’re not draw¬ 
ing on any feelings about 
the importance of faith — 
this is the most-studied 
book of all time.”

Universal Orlando says 
Spidey will soon go high- 
def, and lots of “minions” 
will be up to no good in a 
new attraction themed on 
the animated movie Despi¬ 
cable Me. 

The theme park an¬ 
nounced plans Thursday to 
reanimate the iconic Spi¬ 
der-Man ride in digital high- 
definition. Universal also 
said it will close its Jimmy 
Neutron-themed ride this 
summer and replace it with 
a 3-D attraction based on 
Despicable Me, which fea¬ 
tures minions as not-so- 
smart sidekicks to the 
villain Gru. 

Both revamped attrac¬ 
tions will open at the park 
sometime in 2012, but spe¬ 
cific dates have not been 


announced. The Amazing 
Adventures of Spider-Man, 
whose combination of 3-D 
animation, roving motion 
vehicles and special effects 
has made it a crowd 
favourite for more than a 
decade, will be updated 
with the highest-quality HD 
resolution available, special 
effects and new details in 
the film, which is projected 
onto a towering screen. 

The cars hurtle riders 
along ravaged city streets as 
Spider-Man battles his arch¬ 
enemies, protecting inno¬ 
cent citizens from the likes 
of Doc Oclc and Electro. 

“A big part of it is bring¬ 
ing it to a point where the 
imaging, the characters, 
the animation, the clarity, 
the details will be at a point 


where it’s larger than life,” 
said Thierry Coup, senior 
vice-president of Universal 
Creative. “You’ll feel even 
more like you’re in that 
world.” 

Universal hasn’t yet an¬ 
nounced closing and re¬ 
opening dates for the 
Spider-Man ride, which de¬ 
buted in 1999 in the Islands 
of Adventure park. 

In the Universal Studios 
park, the Despicable Me 
ride will replace the Jimmy 
Neutron’s Niclctoon Blast 
simulator, which has been 
running only part-time 
since April and closes per¬ 
manently Aug. 18. Like the 
new Spider-Man experi¬ 
ence, it will utilize a sophis¬ 
ticated Infitec 3-D 
projection system. 


The animated film Des¬ 
picable Me, which came out 
last year with Steve Carell 
voicing Gru, grossed more 
than $540 million US 
worldwide. Like the movie, 
the Universal ride will fea¬ 
ture Gru, his three adopted 
daughters and, of course, 
the minions. Universal says 


riders will be transformed 
into minions before em¬ 
barking on the 3-D adven¬ 
ture and get to participate 
in a minion “dance party” 
at the end of the ride. 

“In the same way come¬ 
dy and sweetness and emo¬ 
tion were critical parts of 
the film, they will also be¬ 


come veiy essential parts of 
the experience in the ride,” 
said Chris Meledandri, who 
produced the film and is in¬ 
volved in creating the ride. 
“That tonality that people 
loved in the movie is ab¬ 
solutely going to be consis¬ 
tent in the ride as well.”

Two recent

Both cases 
have made a drastic im¬ 
pact, and unfortunately 
both are often misunder¬ 
stood. 

When the Supreme 
Court mostly erased the 
substantial damages a low¬ 
er court awarded to Kevin 
Keays, an assembly line 
worker at Honda’s manu¬ 
facturing plant in Alliston, 
Ont., employers in Canada 
collectively sighed in re¬ 
lief. According to the 
court, employers would 
no longer be responsible 
for “bad faith” damages 
based on how they treat 
their employees. Instead, 
it declared that employees 
could sue for mistreat¬ 
ment only if they could 
prove they actually suf¬ 
fered from harm. 

Most corporate lawyers 
leapt on the bandwagon 
and pronounced bad faith 
damages all but dead. An 
employee could be mis¬ 
treated, they routinely ar¬ 
gued, but without 
evidence of a medical ill¬ 
ness, damages would be 
much more difficult to 
achieve. That is wrong. In 
the three years since the 
Supreme Court released 
its decision in Keays, low- 


SWITCH 

er courts have not applied it 
consistently and sometimes 
not at all. In one recent ap¬ 
pellate case, the court up¬ 
held a bad faith damage 
award, as if the Supreme 
Court’s decision had never 
been rendered at all. While 
the law may have changed, 
it is possibly only in the 
name. 

Similarly, when the 
Supreme Court ordered 
Donald Evans to return to 
work after his employer 
had already fired him, em¬ 
ployers in this country felt 
they had gone from 
strength to strength. Em¬ 
ployees have a duty to “mit¬ 
igate” their losses following 
dismissal and, according to 
the Supreme Court, this du¬ 
ty includes taking a job 
with the company that has 
just fired them. Cognizant 
of the problems this finding 
could cause, the court 
thankfully made several ex¬ 
ceptions. If returning to 
work was humiliating, for 
example, employees could 
refuse to return. 

Since then, companies 
have routinely relied on 
this decision in an effort to 
deny wrongful dismissal 
claims. Often employees 
are “invited” back to work, 
but ironically only after 
first threatening to sue. 

Very few judges agree 
that these invitations are le¬ 
gitimate or that returning 
to work is a reasonable de¬ 
mand to make. Despite the 
Supreme Court’s decision, 
not much has changed. 

As I usually find with 
workplace law, the game 
may be different but the de¬ 
cisions are often the same.

One of the National Bas¬ 
ketball League of Canada’s 
top franchise candidates is 
at risk of missing the boat 
on the new circuit’s inau¬ 
gural season. 

Two weeks after NBL 
Canada launched, Monc¬

The Tampa Bay Lightning 
are once again hitching 
their hopes of blocking 
Boston’s path to the Stan¬ 
ley Cup finals on goal- 
tender Dwayne Roloson.

“Our backs are against 
the wall, we have to re¬ 
spond,” the six-time all-star 
added.

Fuel-economy Two sturdy styles Traction 


The fuel-economy issue is crucial since all other 
Land Rover/Range Rover models are inherently 
thirsty beasts. 

For example, the best that either the V8-pow- 
ered Range Rover or its Range Rover Sport rela¬ 
tion can muster is 17.3 1/100 1cm in the city and 
11.2 on the highway. Although the Evoque’s ac¬ 
tual numbers have yet to be published, its 240- 
horsepower 2.0-litre turbocharged four-cylinder, 
sourced from Ford, will be a relative gas miser. 


When ogling the attractive two- and four- 
door body styles, it’s difficult to believe 
that the Evoque is the real deal when 
tackling the kind of off-road terrain that 
made its iconic ancestors so desirable. 

With its short front and rear overhang 
and ample ground clearance, the odds of 
becoming hung up on uneven terrain or 
stuck in some muddy bog would seem re¬ 
mote. 


Traction is supplied by a full-time all¬ 
wheel-drive system with an electronically 
controlled centre differential that varies 
torque between the front and rear wheels 
depending on where the grip is greatest. 

The Evoque’s underpinnings can be 
supplemented with an adjustable 
Adaptive Dynamics option that offers ei¬ 
ther a soft or firm (sporty) ride.

“Sleek” and “sporty” are 
terms that don’t usually 
describe any Land Rover 
product, but the upcom¬ 
ing Range Rover Evoque 
constitutes a major 

change of course for 
Britain’s storied off-road 
brand. 

Its lack of formality and 
boxy practicality runs 
counter to a marque that 
cut its teeth tearing 

through the jungles of 
Botswana and Borneo, 

roaming the plains of the 
Serengeti and traversing 
the blistering Sahara 

sands. 

But that’s exactly the 
point. 

Many of Land Rover’s 
steeds spend their lives in 
urban settings and are 
rarely, if ever, tested any¬ 
where near the limits of 
their considerable en¬ 


durance. 

Although the Evoque ar¬ 
rives this fall in multi-ter¬ 
rain-capable condition, 
high style at a good price 
is where this Range Rover 
really shines. 

The Evoque appears 
more like a sport wagon 
derivative of a compact 
passenger car, especially 
in two-door livery. 

It’s slightly shorter than 
a Hyundai Tucson, Ford Es¬ 
cape, or Jeep Patriot and 
about 45 centimetres 
shorter than a Range 
Rover Sport. 

As well, with its steeply 
raked windshield and ta¬ 
pered roofline, it can also 
lay claim to being one of 
the slinkiest, wind-cheat- 
ing-est rigs around. 

With a starting price in 
the $50,000 range, the 
Evoque should provoke 
fresh patrons to consider a 
Range Rover to carry them 
down a decidedly different 
path.

see these large rims on the 
SUVs and trucks of their 
buddies and want them for 
their vehicles too ... but if 
they have a small car, 
we have to explain 
that it is just not 
going to work for 
them.” 

For one 
thing, a small 
car will need 
sheet metal 
and other 


modifications 
to accommo¬ 
date 20- 
inchers. For 
another, huge 
rims necessitate ex¬ 
tremely low profile tires, 
and that combination, 
while visually over-the-top, 
means the vehicle will ride 


hard — veiy hard — like 
you’re riding on wheels of 
concrete. 

So unless you’re 
building a show car, or a 
hobby car for occasional 
preening around the 
‘hood, forget about “Dub” 
wheels. (Dub became the 
famous short form of “dou¬ 
ble dime,” a cooler way of 
referring to tires that are 
20 inches or larger.) 

For a daily driver, Johl 
suggests “plus one” or 
“plus two” sizing. For a ve¬ 
hicle that comes stock with 
15-inch wheels, that means 
upgrading to 16-inch or 17- 
inch wheel/tire sets. The 
rims are bigger and more 
beautiful, but by fitting 
them with tires with short¬ 
er sidewalls (called low-pro- 
file tires), the new tire is 
able to retain the same di¬ 


ameter as the original one. 

This is crucial, because 
over-sized wheels/tires can 
cause problems with 
suspension travel, and vari¬ 
ous computer systems for 
braking, shifting and 
instrumentation. 

There is a bewildering 
array of wheel designs out 
there. While the big 
brands, (American Racing, 
Foose, O.Z., etc.) continue 
to set the fashion pace, 
many smaller brands have 
entered the market, offer¬ 
ing cheaper takes on hit 
designs and cool designs of 
their own. Many websites 
have 3-D configurators, so 
you can visualize your ride 
with all the possibilities. 
Johl noted that matte, an¬ 
odized and painted finish¬ 
es are currently popular. 
But he adds that the king

Megawheelz stocks over 
5,000 wheels at any given 
time. The staff sees a lot of 
wheel consumers, from se¬ 
rious customizers, to those 
contemplating their first 
wheel upgrade. 

When they see those in 
the latter group, staff often 
start the consultation 
process with a reality 
check. Johl notes that 20- 
inch and larger wheels are 
certainly in vogue and cap¬ 
tivating, but that doesn’t 
mean they should go on 
everything, particularly 
smaller cars.

Batteries are a lot like peo¬ 
ple: they don’t function as 
efficiently if they’re too 
cold or too hot. 

With an all-electric ve¬ 
hicle, keeping the battery 
at its optimum tempera¬ 
ture helps to improve 
charging and increase the 
vehicle’s range. 

For its upcoming Focus 
Electric, scheduled to 
launch in Canada next 
year, Ford uses thermal 
management technology, 
a liquid heating and cool¬ 
ing system that works 
when the car’s lithium-ion 
battery is plugged in and 
charging at a wall socket. 

“Batteries like to stay 
around 20 to 30C,” says 
Sherif Maralcby, director of 
electrification programs 
and engineering for Ford. 

“The performance of a 
cold battery is worse than 
a warm one.” 

Ford’s system uses a 
mixture of water and an¬ 


tifreeze that circulates 
across the cells inside the 
battery pack. 

It’s sealed, so owners 
don’t have to check it or 
top it up. It’s also engi¬ 
neered for safety. The wa¬ 
ter flows through separate 
channels across the bat¬ 
tery surface, and goes 
nowhere near the termi¬ 
nals or any electrical com¬ 
ponents. 

Depending on the out¬ 
side temperature, the sys¬ 
tem uses either a heating 
element to warm the fluid, 
or a heat exchanger to cool 
it, along with a pump to 
circulate it. Once the vehi¬ 
cle is plugged in to charge 
it, the system determines 
if the battery needs to be 
heated or cooled. If so, it 
then activates, getting its 
power strictly from the 
wall outlet. 

“It only happens while 
it’s charging,” Maralcby 
says. 

“We manage that auto¬ 
matically, so the customer 
doesn’t have to do any¬ 
thing. They just plug in the 
vehicle. In extreme tem¬ 
peratures, whether it’s too 
hot or too cold, the chem-

istry and the batteiy cells 
have limitations on how 
far and how fast they can 
charge. With this system, 
it allows the maximum 
performance from a 
charge standpoint. You can 
put more charge into the 
batteiy in extremely cold 
temperatures, and there¬ 
fore more range.” 

Maralcby says that liquid 
cooling is more effective 
for regulating lithium-ion 
batteiy temperatures than 
an air-cooling system on 
the larger, more complex 
batteiy packs used in elec¬ 
tric cars. 

The sealed batteiy re¬ 
tains the temperature for 
some time, he says, and 
will stay within its ideal 
range on the daily drive.

The Ford Ranger and Maz¬ 
da B-Series pickups might 
be the longest-lived models 
on the Canadian market. 

With a lifespan from 
1998 to 2010, these small, 
cross-branded pickups lived 
from 1998 to 2010 with 
minimal changes. 

Cheap, capable and reli¬ 
able, they offered plenty of 
selection to shoppers after 
anything from a simple 
two-wheel drive work truck 
to a nicely loaded 4x4. 

Low used prices and 
good overall reliability 
make these trucks worthy 
contenders for your used

Selection is tremendous. 
Depending on the year and 
model selected, used shop¬ 
pers can look for numerous 
engine, transmission, drive- 
train and body configura¬ 
tions. 

Also depending on the 
year and model in ques¬ 
tion, feature content in¬ 
cluded such goodies as tire 
pressure monitoring, tip-up 
rear seats, ABS brakes, fog 
lamps, chrome accents and 
power accessories. 

Engine options included 
a 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
with 120 horsepower, and 


both three and four-litre V6 
units with 150 or 160 
horsepower, respectively. 
From 2001 and on, a new 
four-litre V6 engine 
ramped output up to 200 
horsepower. 

What Owners Like 
Owners seem most satisfied 
with the styling, comfort, 
interior space, legroom, off¬ 
road capability and overall 
value of their trucks. 

Depending on the model 
in question, ride quality is 
also highly rated, and de¬ 
pending on the equipped 


engine, some owners even 
report good fuel mileage. 
Confident trailer towing 
and 4x4 operation round 
out the package. 

What Owners Dislike 
Common complaints in¬ 
clude small rear seats, sub- 
par power output with the 
smaller engines, a bouncy 
ride (depending on the 
model), excessive fuel con¬ 
sumption with the larger 
engines, and a big turning 
circle. 

“Clumsy” rear doors and 
limited headroom for taller 


drivers and passengers 
round out the list of com¬ 
mon complaints. 

Common Issues 
Check your potential used 
Ranger or B-Series for rust 
at the rear cab comers, low¬ 
er portions of the doors, 
driver’s floor board, around 
the wheelwells, on the bot¬ 
tom of the tailgate, and on 
the comers of the roof. 

Owner’s fomms also sug¬ 
gest checking for cracks or 
leaks from the differentials 
and transfer case. 

Ensure the transfer case 


switches between its vari¬ 
ous drive modes as outlined 
in the owner’s manual, and 
note that any unwelcomed 
vibrations or sounds from 
beneath the vehicle could 
be the result of a worn out 
or damaged suspension 
component or driveshaft. 

Finally, note the quality 
of the gear shift between 
second and third on models 
with the automatic trans¬ 
mission. If the transmission 
feels like its slipping or 
“flaring” during said shift, 
there’s likely a problem 
with a gearshift solenoid in 
the transmission. 

The Verdict 

Search for as new a used 
model as possible, and note 
that a Ford or Mazda me¬ 
chanic will be familiar with 
how to search for any po¬ 
tential issues. 

The low price of a used 
Ranger or B-Series, as well 
as its overall value and 
looks will be its biggest 
draw.
